the people of theſe Nations thinks that you have buried the Good Old Cauſe, and quite forgotten it now; for was not the Good Od Cauſe for liberty, 
both in Spiritualls and Temporalls ? was it. not the jy. Freedom of all People, that was once contended for, and all Tyranny, and Oppreſſion, 
and 1njut Lawes once contended againſt? and you have ſeemed once to be the aſſerters of this, and ſometimes the vindicators of it, but what is be» 
come of it now? 1s your zeal periſhed ? and where are the faithful contenders for &,{eeing ſo many of the people of the Lord,and of the free people 
. of this Nation have been, and are at this day grievous {ufferers under the Opreſſions and Cruelties of men, and under unjuſt men, and unjuſt 
Lawes? can yon be Ignorant how many hundreds in theſe Nations have wofully ſuffered ſome Impriſonment, others whipping, and others baniſh- 
ment, and others have ſuftere] until death, for Conſcience take, and without the breach of any juſt Law? and many great Oppreſſions are this 
day abounding in the Nations; and was not tne Good O77 Cauſe once laid down, to be againſt all theſe things? but becauſe of your Treachery 
and unfaitlhfulneſſe, and your forgetting to proſecute the Good:Old Cauſe,therefore have theie- things come to paſle, and the Nations lies like a wil- 
derneſfie under groaning Oppreſlions, and in Confulion, and imtettied in theway of peace, which is as a weight and burden of Iniquity in the 
fight of the Lord; and the guilt of thoſe unjuſt ſufferings, and of the preſent oppreſſions and diftraCtions lies upon you principally , even as much 
as upon any others; for time and power hath been in your hands to have freed the Nations from bondage, but you have long turned up and down, 
and about, for earthly Honor and ſelf-intereſts ; ſerving mens pleaſure, and have not rightly followed che Good O/d Cauſe, but the rather forgotten ir, 
and negle&ed it, and-have bowed under the Ly 's and Ambition of men, and ſerved mens private ends, and not the Nations general good; ſome-., 
times appearing for one thing and way, and ſometimes for another; and changing your way, and have been unſtable and unconſtant in,ggood 
- things,ſothat the Nation and the good People in it, cannot any longer truſt you, for there is no confidence to be placed in you; many had good 
- hopes that ſome good thing might have been effefted by you, when power and time was in your hands ; but you have betrayed ſuch hopes, and 
are (as) quite chayged from the Good 07d Cauſe; and the Nation can judge you now, to belittle better then a Mercinary Army, that will do any 
thing for money, and be led about according to the wills of men; but how long will it be &'re you conſider of your ſelves? and how woeful you 
are fallen, from what you once ſeemed to be; and when will you remember the Gord O!4 Carſe? but alas, you are divided and broken in pieces; 
ſome for one things, and ſome for another; ſome for an O/d Parliamert, and ſome fora New; and ſome for a ProteFor , like asif thenamesand ti- 
"tles ofmen an:{ Governments, were ſufficient to redeem a Nation from opprefſions and miſeries; and ſo being divided about felf-intereſts, and 
names, and for perſons, you haveall left the thing it ſelf I/orthy to be cor.cended for, and the Good O!d Cauſe is loſt : and now you are for men, and 
' you turn about at their pleaſure, and are about thingsof no valne in reſpe& of the Good 014 Cauſe once laid down by you; (towit) even the per- 
_ feft freedome of the Nations; andyon are under a great reproach at this day among good men, and your glory is falten in the ſight ofthe Nati=- 
ons, and your terror loſt, and your ſhame appears: And becauſe of your hypocrifie and unfaithfulneſs, the Lord hath reproved you, and ſuffered a 
check to your ambition, and brought you under the reproof of hard-hearted men : Oh that you may learn the Juſtices of the Lords Judgement up= 
on you, and may repent, that your preſent affiiftion may prove to corre& and amend you, and not no deſtroy you utterly ; you are fallen from your 
firſt integrity, and therefore are you under ſhame and juſt reproof, and it may be enquired what is become of that zeal that once was in you, is it 
wholly periſhed out of your hearts? And ſhall the Lord utterly lay you afide, and never make more ule of you ? Is there no hope of your return ro 
. the Good Od Canſe ? When will you begin co appear for things for perfe& freedome and liberty, and ceaſe tobe for names and men, while the good

your former valonrand dread ſhould be with you, and the deſires of all good people ſhould be for you, and theigCouncel ſhould be extended.forth 
on your behalf, and the ſervant of. the Lord ſhould pray for you, and till then you can never proſper z and this ſhall you witnels for ever.
